| creases of $200 to $250 per year

for teachers.

If granted,, the pay increases
will fix a starting salary for
new teachers at $3100, according’
o Dr. J. H. Hull, superintendent.

“Other districts are ' upping

+ salaries as much as’ $500-$600

' and if we hope to hold our good

teachers and attract capable new

instructors, we must adjust our

salary schedule to put us back

¢ into competition with other dis-
triets,” he said.

Two separate salary increases
were considered. All teachers
will get a $100 across the board
pay hike, The second phase of
the increase would up the teach-
evs in the first five steps of the
15 step pay schedule $150. Those

’I‘ho state average teacher sal-
ary is $3600, Dr. Hull stated. He
pointed out that ‘Torrance was
considerably below this average.
This was due, however, to the
fact that the Torrance School
district, a young district, had
few teachers in the higher pay

f brackets.
